issue is voted by the ^people. 


The Board of Public Service Wed- 


nesday awarded the' contract for the 
new municipal water works according 
to plans and specifications submitted 
by Engineer L. K. Davis, to the Amer- 
ican Light and Water Company, of 
Kansas City, Mo., at the price of $260,- 
S42.S5. 


The contemplated system is design- 


ed for fire protection, and is designed 
so that extensions can be made to 
furnish a complete system should an 
additonal bond issue erf $200,000 be au- 
thorized at a proposed special elec- 
tion.

arduous in The extreme, .the Board' of 
Public Service completed the tabula- 
tion of the bids for the constiuction 
of the municipal water plant.

Saturday ther,e have been contractors,

Cleveland, O., Oct. 4.—Judge Tayler

toms authorities because of nonpay- 
ment of duty. Altogether the collector 
of customs seized nearly |75,000 worth 
of Sirs, Chadwiek's jewels on the

iHINESE QUESTION CONSIDERED 


AT GATHERING OF THE PRES- 


IDENT'S ADVISERS. 


The feoycott and CompIairTts Made by 


Chinese Against Exclusion Laws 


Are Talked About. 


Washington, 
Oct. 4. — President 


Roosevelt had a conference with his 
cabinet on Chinese boycott and com- 
plaints made 'by Chinese against the 
method of executing the Chinese ex- 
clusion laws. The important fact de- 
veloped thar the president's effort last 
summer to allay the indignation of tbe 
Chinese by a letter of instructions to 
the United States minister to China 
and consular officers there failed of its 
purpose in a measure, and required 
some amendment to secure the object 
sought. Minister 
Rockhill reported 


that it was not possible to carry out 
the instructions without doing great 
injustice to worthy Chinese and im- 
posing: burdens too heavy to be borne 
upon the United States consuls. Sec- 
retary Ta't took a prominent part in 
the discussion and presented some of 
the results of his observations on his 
recent trip. It was the first regular 
meeting of the cabinet for some 
months, and one of the longest during 
the admini.-tration of President Roose- 
veit- 
It was attended by all of the 


members of the cabinet except Secre- 
tary Sbaw. who is absent, and Secre- 
tary Uetcalf. who is iil.

Pleasant township, yesterday, by Ru- 
fus Ferris, now in jail here, has quiet- 
ed down. Fisher's wounds are 
not 


serious. Ferris last night feared mob 
violence and begged to be taken to an- 
other county. 
He will be held here 


for trial. There is no danger of lynch- 


ing. 


Lancaster, O., Oct. 4.—Armed with 


revolvers and shotguns, 400 enraged 
men gathered around the residence of 
Magistrate Belt, at Thurston yester- 
day, 
threatening violence to 
Rufus 


Ferris, a negro, who had been placed 
in the house for safekeeping, pending 
the arrival of the sheriff from this 
city. 
And that the negro was not 


taken forcibly from the house and 
lynched was due only to the lack of a 
leader to the mpb, and the timely ap- 
pearance of Sheriff Kraner and Deputy 
Lou Perry. 


Monday night, it is alleged, Ferris 


called at the home of Adam Fisher, a 
mile west of Pleasantville, but was 
ordered away. 
Later, 
however, 
as 


Miss Fisher started for the barn, the 
man accosted her and asked permis- 
sion to spend the night in the stable. 
This was denied him and ne left, but 
later in the night gained an entrance 
into, the house. 


Mr. Fisher, who is 73 years of age, 


awoke as the man entered his room 
and was attacked by the fellow, who 
slashed him across the throat with a 
knife. Mr. Fisher fell to the floor and 
the negro ran, but just as he jumped 
through the window James Fisher 
fired a shot at him. 


Medical aid was summoned for Mr. 


Fishier and the 
community 
was 


aroused and a posse formed. The man 
was traced to Thurston. but there the 
trail was lost, but -yesterday he was 
discovered by Nelsqjn Bright in a corn- 
field near Thurston. 


He ordered the fellow to surrender, 


but he refused, and instead started to 
run away. 
At this 
juncture, Mr. 


Bright fired at him with a shotgun, 
the charge taking effect 
in Ferris' 


head and arms. ,The man then sur- 
rendered and was taken to the resi- 
dence of Magistrate Belt. Then Sheriff 
Kraner was summoned and by the 
time he arrived on the scene, in com- 
pany with Deputy Lou Perry, a mob 
of 400 men had surrounded the house. 


The prisoner presented a picture of 


distress when he arrived at the jail. 
He wore only a pair of trousers and 
an undershirt, and blood was flowing 
from the wounds in his head 
and 


shoulder.

Ferris says he was born in North 


Carolina and has a wife and three 
children in Springfield, from -which 
place he was forced to flee, it is al- 
leged, because of an attempted assault 
on a woman in her own house. He 
worked as a farmhand 
during 
the 


summer at the home of John Goans. 
near London. 


The prisoner denies that he attacked 


Mr. Fisher, but admits that he was at 
the house. He says he was held up 
on a road by three men and robbed of 
all his clothing and himself was forced 
to steal the clothes which Jr* had on. 
they being taken from the premises 
of Thomas HHe. Fisher is in a very 
serious condition.

The ball was undoubt- 
edly from a 44-calibre revolver, the 
size of the weapon used by Hildreth 
:n the fight. There was a controversy 
at the time as to whether the ball was 
from Hildreth's revolver or from, the 
weapon in the hands of Deputy Sher- 
ff John Graham. It was also learned 
hat he Sheriff could not possibly have 
recovered without the operation. 


The pistol bullet was found imbed- 


led in the muscles of the back in front 
of the spine at the ninth rib. It had 
passed through the right lung in its 
:ourse. The wound in the lung was 
)ronounced of a very serious nature. 
The autopsy was held under the su- 
pervision of Dr. F. C. Larimore in the 
presence of Coroner W. 
W. Scar- 


jrough. Dr. James F. Lee did the 
urgieal work. Drs. W. R. Colville, 
1 K. Conard and B. F. Humbert were 
also present 


The funeral of the dead officer will 


be held under the auspices of the Mt. 
Vrernon Masonic bodies of which he 
vas a member. He was also affiliated

fOW deep and still be Is!" said 


President Roosevelt after a 
conference with John Mitchell 
during the momentous coal 


Strike of 1902. Not a bad characteriza- 
tion, in a few words, of the mau who is 
liable in a few months to lead a still 
greater and more momentous strike in 
the same region. Looking to this pos- 
Bible struggle, Mitchell has been cam- 
paigning through the anthracite fields 
to bmld up the United Mine Workers, 
ot which he is president. He has been 
met with ovations at every point of his 
Journey, the miners taking a holiday to 
greet him. So well has he succeeded 
that he now predicts there will be-over 
300,000 members in the order in the 
anthracite fields alone, aud this will be 
practically the entire mining force of 
the region, as it takes two boys to 
count one full member. In addition to 
[this there are over 300,000 sott coal 
miners under President Mitchell, mak- 
ing well on toward a half million men 
kn all, the largest labor army under one 
head in the world. 


Will Present New Demands.

Gigantic Contest Likely. 


A lockout by the combined coal op- 


erators of the country has been more 
than hinted &t of late. The world is 
always full of rumors and more so than 
ever since metropolitan newspapers 
have to fill space and play up sensa- 
tions. 
But while the lockout scare- 


heads may be discredited the fact still 
remains that there is certain to be a 
contest, and a gigantic one at that. 
And it goes without saying that John 
Mitchell will be in the middle of this 
contest. 


The bold this man has on his people 


approaches the hero worship of the 
simple, primitive folk in the olden 
days. At the time of McKinley's as- 
sassination, when the news had been 
flashed over the country that the pres- 


, ident bad been shot, very many of the 
miners believed it was Mitchell that 
had been striken down, and threatened 
trouble until finally convinced of their 
mistake.

1000. At that time the miners will pre- 
sent new demands. The convention to 
formulate these demands meets in De- 
cember. It is already practically set- 
tled that Hie two chief things to be 
asked for by the men will be recogni- 
tion of their union and the eight hour 
day. The operators are preparing to 
resist. It is even predicted, that the 
Boft coal mine owners will join those 
of the anthracite fields and thus will 
precipitate a strike extending over the 
entire territory covered by the United 
Mine Workers. If so it will be the 
most gigantic labor struggle in his- 
tory. On one side the mine ovrners will 
mass with the coal carrying railroads, 
all under the leadership of "Divine 
Right" Baer. On the other -will be a 
half million, miners under the capable 
generalship of John Mitchell. That the 
operators are preparing for such a bat- 
tle is shown by at least two things— 
first, they are quietly getting together 
and 
coming to an understanding 


throughout the country; second, they 
are storing up coal at every possible 
point Nor are the men idle. In the 
soft or bituminous field1;, extending 
over a large number of states in the 
central and far irest, they are already 
perfectly organized, -with a fund of 
millions In their treasury. In the an- 
thracite region the organization is be- 
ing brousnt up to a point of perfection 
such as it has never known before 


President Mitchell himself ssays he 


does not -want a strike, and be re'u^es 
to predict tbat one will OCTDK. His 
speeches bare been conciliatory, <>spe- 
rialjy the later ones. The coal opera- 
tors refuse to talk. But Ihe pr*>para- 
tions for the contest po on,

Worked Night and Day For Others. 
Through all the mining districts hang 


large lithographs of the president of 
the mine workers. With many he 
comes well nigh being their saint 
His priest-like garb and face may add 
to this impression. Men have mar- 
veled at the manner lu which he uni- 
fies and controls the immense bodies 
of foreigners who make up the mining 
populations. 
They need marvel no 


more. There is only one spell John 
Mitchell casts over bis people, and it is 
a very old and simple one. It is love. 
Other tvould be leaders can learn a 
great lesson from this quiet and un- 
pretentious labor president He lias 
inspired confidence In those -who fol- 
low him. He uas inspired that conn- 
dence l>ecause he has been unselfish. 
He has lived in the simple style tbat he 
did when a miner bimself. He has re- 
fused increase of salary. He bas work- 
ed night and day for others. He bas 
never Indulged in harsb or uncharita- 
ble criticism of even his foes, however 
unjust they have been in their treat- 
ment of him 
He bas never put on 


airs. He bas not been self conscious. 
He never goes to bis onds by round- 
about way?. He is cautions In his 
statements, never gives any handle to 
his enemies by what lie says. Above 
sill he bas confidence in the miners and

Men have wondered ut bis 
gi'iierulsblp, for of the so called strut- 
t-gy represented by crooked tuctlci be 
mows nothing. The shortsighted have 
not realized tbat tills tilng which seem- 
ed u weakness wan Mitchell's chief 
strength. 


Speaker of Acknowledged Ability. 
John Mitchell is only thirty-six years 


of age. lie first becfime president of 
the United Mine Workers of America 
ut twenty-eight. This achievement wis 
readied without »ny jf the helps usu- 
ally believed to be necessary to young 
uieu 10 get ou in the world. His father 
was a poor miner before him. Jobu 
Mitchell's mother died when he was 
two years old, and bis father went 
four'years later. A stepmother raised 
the boy, who ran away from home at 
eight. What little schooling be had 
was received prior to tbat time. To 
day he is considered a well educated 
man, a writer of boots, magazine and 
newspaper articles and a speaker of 
acknowledged ability. But what he 
has learned bas been by night study 
and by reading the book of human life. 
Early be went Into the mines. Per- 
haps it was in his blood. He began as 
door tender. He decided to see the 
world. He went from state to state, 
picking up Jobs in the mines to pay his 
way. 
At one time he drove mules in a 


mine in Colorado; men be went to 
Mexico. Eventually he drifted back to 
his home at Spring Valley, III, where 
he still lives. 


At an early age he went Into a labor 


organization, the oil veteran 
body 


known as the Knights of Labor. After 
a time he became secretary of a local, 
then of a district organization. Later 
he was on a legislative committee to 
secure the passage of a law demanded 
by the workingmen 
He succeeded, 


and bis success started him in his ca- 
reer. About this tlma he married, his 
wife having the good Hibernian name 
of Catharine O'Rourke. Mitchell is 
Irish himself, though bis speech scarce- 
ly betrays the fact. More than ever be 
buckled down to study. When a man 
works ten or twelve hours in a mine 
he bas not much heart in him to im- 
prove his mind, but John Mitchell had 
too much will power to be deterred by 
a little obstacle such as this. 


National Organizer. 


As a result of his legislative venture 


he was made a member of the state 
executive board of tie Knights of La- 
bor and shortly afterward a national 
organizer. The succeeding year, In 
1898, he was elected vice president of 
the United Mine Workers. In a short 
time the president, M. D. Ratchford, 
resigned to accept another place, and 
Mitchell succeeded to the presidency, 
where he has since remained. 
When 


lie became president the mine workers 
only had about 43.000 members all told. 
By his organizing abibty and by the 
national growth of the order It now has 
over ten times that number. The or- 
ganization of the anthracite field has 
practically taken place entirely .under 
bis supervision. 


In appearance Mr. Mitchell is of me- 


dium size, being about five feet eight 
inches In height and weighing perhaps 
150 pounds. 
He always dresses in 


black, wearing uniformly a Prince Al- 
bert coat, straight nirrow band of a 
standing collar and black tie. A soft 
black hat invariably covers his head. 
He smokes cheap cigars and has one in 
his mouth Incessant y. He is clean 
shaven, with sharp features and a high 
but receding forehead. 
His hair is 


black and not worn as that of other 
men, but is cut off Square across the 
back. The most reni£j:kable feature of 
the man is his eye. This is large and 
luminous and, though gray in color, Is 
so Intense that It givjs the impression 
"at times of being black. 


Has No Recreations Except Work. 
John Mitchell bas remarkable' self 


control and the power of concentration 
in an unusual degree. He never seems 
possessed of nerves. He is usually re- 
served, but can unbend on occasion. 
He is a good story tiller. He has no 
recreations except wirk. He is demo- 
cratic and "Is called John by all •who 
know him at all well. He is at home 
alike with presidents!, millionaires or 
miners—perhaps most with the miners. 
He sleeps little and thinks much. Late 
at night, after others have left him, he 
plans bis campaign tor the next day. 
Last summer a bank failure at Spring 
Valley took his deposit of $2,000. said 
to be all he had in the world. 


He bas won two strikes for the an- 


thracite miners, one n 1900, the other 
In 1902. It was In the latter that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt intervened. At this 
time John Mitchell vas hailed as the 
man of the hour and was greeted as 
the foremost labor lerder of the world. 
He wrote a book on that strike and 
afterward 
took a trip through Eu- 


rope and sent back la jor letters for the 
American press. As a result of that 
strike Mitchell day was established In 
October of each year and •was made a. 
holiday throughout the mining region. 


Here is an estimate of John Mitchell, 


not from one of his o'vn men, but from 
a representative of tbe coal barons 
themselves: 


•"He Is honest fearless, brave, calm, 


conservative and sound as a dollar."

Immune From Criminal Prosecution 
For Disclosures Made In Giving Tes- 
timony—Order Requires Books to 
Be Brought Into Court. 


St. Paul, Oct. 4.—An important de- 


cision against officials of the alleged 
paper combine was handed down by 
Judge Van Deventer in federal court. 


He decided that officers of the Hen- 


nepin Paper company, the Itasca Pit 
per company and the Northwest Paper 
company should appear before the 
United States examiner and answer 
such questions as might be asked of 
them in the case of United States 
States against the General Paper com- 
pany and 23 other defendants. 
The 


court also decided that the books and 
papers mentioned in the subpoena 
should be produced and submitted to 
the government for examination. 


The court in rendering the oral opin- 


ion held that a corporation under the 
constitution stood in the same relation 
to the statute of immunity as an indi- 
vidual. He held that a corporation 
could testify against itself so far as a 
corporation could speak through its 
officers, its books and records, and 
that in the case at issue it should give 
the testimony desired, but that under 
the statute of immunity it could not 
be prosecuted criminally for any reve- 
lations that might be made on the wit- 
ness stand. 


As to the matter of the odium of the 


charge, which was one of the points 
raised, the court held that it could not 
be helped. The matters desired were 
pertinent to the issue and the govern- 
ment should have its request granted. 
The court did not decide that the de- 
fendants were in contempt. That, he 
intimated, might come if the witnesses 
refused to obey the order of the court. 


The decision follows that of Judge 


Seaman in Milwaukee, rendered upon 
a similar application several weeks 
ago, and from which decision the de- 
fendants appealed to the United States 
supreme court. Whether an appeal will 
be allowed from Judge Van Deventer's 
decision is not yet certain. F. B. Kel 
logg, the attorney who represented the 
government in this case, maintains 
that an appeal will not lie because this 
decision is an interlocutory decree and 
not final, as was the case in the de- 
cision rendered by Judge Seaman. The 
court appointed Oct. 7 as the date for 
hearing arguments on this point.
